Cut in halves, stand 
cut side up, and serve plain or 
with white or tomato sauce or 
gravy. 

Plain Plum Pudding 

4 cup finely-chopped beef suet;

Citrus Sales 


The question arises as to 
whether a trustee in bank- 
ruptey of a cash buyer of cit- 
rus fruits can recover the 
money paid to a grower for 
his erop during ‘the one-year 
period. 

Money is property within 
the meaning of the _ bank- 
ruptey law and its transfer 
may be fraudulent as against 
ereditors. A transfer of money 
or property by an insolvent is 
not necessarily fraudulent 
merely because it gives a pre- 
ference to a creditor, as defin- 
ed in Section 60 of the Fed- 
eral Bankruptcy Act. It fol- 
lows, therefore, ‘‘that a pay- 
ment of money or a transfer 
of property by an _ insolvent 
debtor for the purpose of dis- 
charging or securing a bona 
fide existing debt, in good 
faith and without any intent 
to affect other creditors injur- 
iously beyond what must ne- 
cessarily result from the cor- 
responding diminution of the 
debtor’s assets, is not in itself 
a ‘fraudulent transfer,’ nor 
evidence of any intent to de- 
lay or defraud creditors and is 
not voidable by the trustee in 
bankruptcy unless violative of 
these provisions of the statute 
which relate specifically to 
preferences,’’ states a _ well- 
known legal writer. ‘‘In or- 
der to recover money paid or 
property transferrqd by way 
of preference it is necessary 
for the trustee to show that 
the person receiving it, or to 
be benefitted thereby, or his

Fumigation Is_ 
Best In Years 


Fumigation of citrus growers in 
San Bernardino county this sum- 
mer is believed to have been more 
successful in stamping out the 
citricola and black scale than any 
fumigating and spraying in recent 
years, according to John P. Coy, 
horticultural commission. 

Citrus groves in the county are 
gradually being freed from the 
scale diseases. The fight has been 
junder way for a number of years 
and progress reported in eradicat- 
ing the citricola and black scale, 
two of the more pronounced dis- 
eases in the citrus groves of the 
county. 

This year has. seen the largest 
number of groves undergoing fu- 
migation and spraying in the his- 
tory of the work, Mr. Coy believes,. 
The disease is not confined to any 
particular section, but has a hold 
in every citrus section of. the 
county. Some growers, however, 
have a larger number of trees af- 
flicted with the scale than others. 

The fumigation and spraying 
work will continue for severa, 
ne yet.
